Even a casual perusal of the remarks of Mr A C. Townley at the 


Glencoe Nonpartisan league meeting on Thursday leaves a strong Impres- 
sion in the mind of half-concealed un patriotism, of subtle appeal to class 
prejudice, of twisting of tacts in order to produce unwarranted conclu- 
sions. 


Some of the farmers may be fooled part of tbe time, perhaps a few 


of them can be fooled all of tbe time, but they cannot all be tooled all 
the time, nor even part of the time. They will surely penetrate very soon, 
if they do not now, the fallacies ot the Townley argument. 


Take the war question. 'Mr. Townley luke-warmly professes to support 


the war, yet strives to produce the Impression that U Is a rich man's 
war, drafting the farmer's sons for the fighting, and at tbe same time put- 
ting tbe cost on the shoulders of the farmer. He raises the specious cry 
that, since tbe poor must send their sons to Qght, the wealth of tbe coun- 
try should be conscripted to pay the bill. 


.This argument is full of holes. 
Rich men's sons are conscripted to 


fight, just the same as poor men's sons. There was no discrimination in 
the registration; there will be none in the draft. Long before tbe draft 
was agreed on, sons of rich Americans were serving on 
tbe 
front 
in 


France, in the ambulance corps, in the flying squadrons, in the volunteer 
regiments. 
They are still serving. 
s 


As foi-the^cost of the war,rlt will nnfailingly-falLon. the ^wealth _of the 


country. The only question Is how to adjust it so as to cause the smallest 
dislocation of economic conditions. Mr. Townley, apparently, would seize 
enough wealth by taxation to pay the cost as it is incurred. 
He would 


have no Liberty Loans, no borrowing on the country's credit. That would 
mean, according to the Townley sophistry, that tbe soldiers who fight at 
tbe front would have to come back and pay the bill, too. 


To raise by taxation all the money needed to prosecute tbe war would 


plainly be disastrous—disastrous no less to the farmers themselves than 
to the rest of us.. Despite Mr. Townley'g sugar-coating of his doctrines ot 
economic chaos, Minnesota tanners are too shrewd to swallow them whole. 


Conscript wealth? Why, there is a great store of wealth belonging to 


tbe farmers on deposit in the banks, and represented In all manner ot 
possessions. Does Mr. Townley mean to conscript that, or has he some 
cunning Device that would permit all farming wealth to escape conscrip- 
tion? 


Has not Mr. Townley's organization Itself collected large quantities ot 


this farmer wealth, and is it not now busily striving to collect more? IB 
this to be conscripted, too? Have Mr. Townley and his fellow officers ever 
accounted for the dollars in dues that have flowed Into the treasury? 


It Is for the farmers themselves to think deeply, to consider calmly, to 


analyze shrewdly. Specious arguments when examined carefully disclose 
their own fallacies. This Is one nation, one country. We stand or we fall 
together. 
The war we have entered is to be fought for the dweller in 


the city and for the dweller in the country, tor the children to come as 
well as those that are here.

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MORE HARM THAN GOOD.

Such sentimeht as was given ut- 


terance by Mr. Townley is calcu- 
lated-to do more harm than good. 
He employed certain patent truths 
to veil statements that ptherwls* 
would be—if they are not in any 
case—challengeable. Taking spe- 
cial pains to approve the military 
registration and commend the pa- 
triotism of the farmer boys who 
enrolled themselves, then to In- 
dorse the national war against the 
autocracy which threatens ,the lib- 
erty and democracy ot.tfcfi world, 
be kept within the line ot safety 
and loyalty to that extent. 


But the whole tone of bis ad- 


dress and the impression it creat- 
ed were not of the same order. It 
criticized the war covertly and 
the system of financing openly 
and left the inference that big 
'business was back of It; other- 
wise be was "afraid there would 
not be much of a war." It Is 
easy for a speaker to keep within 
the limits of the law in his expres- 
sion, but to overstep the line In 
its meaning. 


With so much good ground in 


the matter of food gambling and 
speculative extortion, which must 
be terminated at all hazards, any 
speaker may get favorable foot- 
ing In denouncing the system be- 
fore an audience of producers. In 
this respect Mr. Townley gave out 
many truths and extracted a sym- 
pathy which is not confined to the 
Glencoe assembly. H is not mere- 
ly platitudinous to talk of the au- 
tocracy in America and the neces- 
sity of food regulation and con- 
trol. But be should have stopped 
there: It Is nonsense, or worse, 
to talk of unjust profits of gam- 
blent and middlemen as "wrung 
from the farmer to finance the 
war," and if Mr. Townley does 
not know it. he should. 
U is 


merely playing upon vocational 
prejudice, a mischievous and per- 
naps dangerous, undertaking. 


It i* tHe duty which the farm- 


er, as Mr. Townley says, owes to 
.himself and the government to 
produce the biggest possible crop. 
But his doty does not end there. 
He has the same duty of citlien- 
ahip. of loyalty, of service, as bin 
brother In the city factory or at 
the city desk. 
Fortunately the 


American farmer has vindicated 
his obligations ot citizenship in 
the past and may be depended 
upon in the future. 
He may be 


misled for the moment by appeals 
that he Is not getting bis full 
share of high price results through 
sinister influences, but not 
for 


long will be permit himself among 
those who would make this a 
cause for wavering loyalty or al- 
low himself to be raised upon an 
unstable pedestal as a public mar- 
tyr. 
He U made of better ftber 


than that. 


RESISTANCE TO GOVERNMENT. 


(New 
York Times.) 


The fact that no rebellion will 


come about in this country is no 
reason why the government should 
pass over efforts to incite rebel- 
lion. That is, in fact, the direc- 
tion toward which the activities 
of the so-called pacifists are tend- 
ing. 
The socialist party's resolu-' 


tions calling tor "mass resistance" 
to the draft may be' Interpreted 
as meaning only passive resist- 
ance, except that any rebel who 
chooses to interpret them in a 
different way can do so. A month 
ago Senator Overman reported to 
the senate that 


the senator from 'Louisiana 
had some letters circulated in 
his state urging the colored 
people of that state—and, I 
suppose, all through the south 
—to rise up against the white 
people during the war. 
'Passive resistance to the gov- 


ernment of the United States al- 
ready has In its grip one state ot 
the union, North Dakota, where a 
populist organization, called the 
Nonpartisan league. Is in, control. 
This league is headed by A. C. 
Townley, who has stumped the 
state calling on the farmers to 
defeat the Liberty Loan and thus 
cripple a "rich man's war." 
His 


speeches and the work of his 
organization 
were 
so 
effective 


that North Dakota, whose allot- 
ment was $10,400,000, raised only 
$2,500,000 for the loan, while Mon- 
tana, the adjoining state, which 
was called on for only $7,500,000, 
raised $15,000,000.

When you visit the national capital, 


tro to the bureau of eugraving and 
print inc. where all paper money, post- 
age stumps und valuable documents 
arc printed. This building Is said to 
be one of the most carefully guarded 
buildings In the world. It Is protected 
by some of the most modern electrical 
bursar alarms and CO armed night 
watchmen patrol the plant. 


Five different signaling systems are 


Installed In the building. Including the 
watchman's time recorder, the electric 
clock system, the division report sys- 
tem, fire-alarm system and the messen- 
ger-call system. 


The vaults are said to be among the 


finest In the w8rld. There are four 
major vaults, all built alike, and a 
number of smaller ones. These vaults 
are guarded by a special force of men. 
headed by the custodian of the vault. 
No one Is allowed near the vaults un- 
less on official business or by special 
permission-of the director of the bu- 
renu. 


The vaults themselves, separated 


from the building, are really vaults 
within vaults. 
At night, when the 


doors ore closed, two watchmen go 
completely around them every IS min- 
utes. By an elaborate series of mir- 
rors, n watchman can. In walking over 
the grating, see entirely under as well 
us on top of each vault, and If he 
stands at a certain point he can see 
nil :iround the vault as well.

In the total of 60.000.0UO people of pro- 
ductive age in the United States the 
3T>0,ooo students in colleges end nor- 
mal schools and technical and voca- 
tional schools of hlgli grade constitute 
only about one-half of 1 per cent. 
More than half of these live In cities 
and cannot be employed In agricul- 
tural production except as a few of 
them may tind work on the farms dur- 
ing the summer. The^f goiug to col- 
lege will not lower the productive 
capacity of the country as a whole In 
any appreciable degree. The colleges, 
normal schools and technical schools 
will all be opeu with undiminlshed In- 
come from public funds and endow- 
ments. and the expense of their main- 
tenance will continue. 
It Is quite 


probable that many of the older stu- 
dents will not return next fall nnd the 
higher classes will be smaller than 
usual. 
The graduates from the high 


schools should see to it that the lower 
classes nVre than make up for this 
deficiency. 


"This appeal Is made on the basis of 


Their old- 
er students, their recent graduates and 
their younger professors are fighting

American apple Is supreme in the high- 
class trade, as It Is In all parts of the 
world, and Its sale is limited only by 
the number of people-who are able to 
pay the rather high prices asked for 
it. The American pear Is especially 
well liked in Brazil and sells well, 
also, In Argentina. The Brazil ap- 
ples and pears appeal to consumers 
in ranch the same manner that trop- 
ical fruits appeal to Americans, but 
In Argentina, where the climate In the 
main closely resembles that of tbe 
United States. American fruits of this 
description sell for two entirely dif- 
ferent reasons, first because they come 
during tbe off season for the native 
and New Zealand fruit, and second 
because of their unquestioned quality. 


Walter Fischer, author of the bu-
